The people living on Vic­ 
toria island, thirty degrees east of t h0 
mouth of the Mackenzie river, are still 
In the stone age. 
W hile the civ’liza- ) 
tion of nearly 1,000 y ears has gone b\ 
they have stood still. 
Prof. Stefansson has just arrived in 
Seattlp. 
During 
his 
peregrinations 
around the region at the top of the 
world Stefansson discovered thirteen 
new tribes of people. 
T en of there 
tribes had n e ve r seen n or heard of 
white men. 
T he progenitors of two 
j 
o ther tribes had seen the m em bers of 
the Franklin exploring expedition and 
one had once been visited by a whal­ 
ing vessel. 
T he tribe of white peo­ 
ple. which 
Stefansson 
declares are 
purely of Norwegian origin, never had 
seen other people of their own color 
T heir n um be r is about 2.000 and more 
than half of them have rusty red hair, 
j 
blue ey es and fair skins. 
It was for 
these people that Roald Amundsen 
discoverer of the south pole, searched 
while 
m ak in g 
his 
celebrated 
trip 
through 
the 
n o rthw est 
passage. 1 
Amundsen, it will be rem em bered, re­ 
ported that natives bad told him of a 
race of white people living to the 
northward, but he was unable to lo­ 
cate them. 
Many other Arctic explor- 1 
era have brought down from the north ; 
stories of this tribe of lost white peo­ 
ple. but the tale came to be regarded 
as an Indian legend which had no foun­ 
dation 
in 
fact. 
Ethnologically 
the 
newly discovered tribe are entirely I 
different from the Eskimo, not only in I 
the shape of the skull, but in general j 
features, color of the ey es and texture j 
of the hair. 
T hey have not a single 
trace of the Mongolian ty pe. 
During the five y ears that he spent 
on the expedition Stefansson traveled 
tw enty miles for every one traveled by 
Amundsen, Peary or any o ther explor­ 
er. and mapped a large portion of the 
country . 
T he maps of the top of the 
world, he say s, are grossly inaccurate. 
Rivers which are marked on the charts 
have no existence in fact, and m oun­ 
tain ranges appear where the country 
Is flat. 
He found A m un d se n ’s maps, 
however, very useful and generally 
correct. 
Stefansson will go e a s t at once to 
m ake his report and com pute his sci­ 
entific data into readable form, after 
which he will return to the Arctic re­ 
gions by way of the E dm onton trail 
and Mackenzie river. 
He has planned 
to devote tw enty y ears to Arctic ex­ 
ploration, and he has still fifteen y ears’ 
work ahead of him. 
He believes he 
will be able to learn much more about 
the primitive white race he has dis­ 
covered before traders and others are 
able to reach their habitat and corrupt j 
them.
